By House 


A bill requiring all practicing 
Georgia lawyers to become mem- 
bers of a new bar association was 
beaten in backstage maneuvering 
Monday before it ever came to a 
vote, 


Rep. Howell Hollis of Muscogee, 
a sponsor of the bill, asked the 
House to recommit the proposal 
for further study by the Judiciary 
Committee. 

Rep. George Bagby of Paulding, 
spokesmen for the opponents, said 
he would agree only on the con- 
dition that the bill not be brought 
back to the floor this session. 


After Hollis agreed to this stipu- 
lation, the House agreed to re- 
commit the bill. 


Later Robert M. Heard, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Bar Assn.,

His reply may 
have been overlooked in the 
sound and fury of the more de- 
cisive events. 


His contempt for these was not 
concealed in his reply. He said: 


“It is not enough for gen- 
tlemen to cry unto you and 
me, ‘Don’t give up the ship,’ 
‘Stop them,’ ‘It must not 
happen.’ .. . No fair-minded 
person would be so unreda- 
sonable as to seek to hold me 
responsible for failure to 
exercise powers which the 
state is powerless to bestow.”

The senator, known as one of 
the most impatient critics of ad- 
ministration foreign policy, came 
at Dulles’ invitation. 


Among the topics due for con- 
sideration on the secretary’s Eu- 
ropean trip, the senator said, are 
these:

West meeting would be worth- 
while. 


2. The possibility of withdraw- 
ing Allied and Soviet troops from 
a 500-mile zone in Central Eu- 
rope.

He said that in response to his 
observation that “We ought to 
make more counter proposals to 
the Russians,” Dulles agreed.

WASHINGTON — The Adminis- 
tration outlined Monday a long- 
range national program to ex- 
plore the infinite reaches of space 
—from the turbulent atmosphere 
of earth to the fiery coronas of

The 10-year, comprehensive 
space program was drafted by 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. 


The scientific objectives of the 
space program were outlined to- 
day in a Presidential report to 
Congress on the first year of 
space exploration by the United 
States. 


President Eisenhower called the 
year of space exploration, which 
began Jan. 31, 1958, with the 
launching of the Army Explorer 
satellite, .a “record of solid 
achievement” in which ‘‘the na- 
tion can tak great pride.” 


about space, the President said. 


The five satellites and two’ 
space problems launched by the 
United States during 1958 have 
gathered a wealth of new data’”’ 


“The human race has begun its 
greatest, most daring adventure” 
in reconnoitering the frontiers 
of space, he asserted. 


Meanwhile, T. Keith Glenn&n, 
head of the space administration, 
told a skeptical House committee 
on science and astronautics that 
more money would not accelerate 
the nation’s exploration of space. 


Dr. Glennan conceded that the 
Soviet Union was ahead of the 
United States in development of 
large rocket boosters for launch- 
ing space vehicles. 


He insisted under repeated 
questioning, however, that his ad- 
ministration’s $280,000,000 budget 
for the fiscal year starting July 1 
was adequate to carry forward 


the space program on an “urgent 
basis” and that more money 
would not buy more speed. 


The primary need now, Glen- 
nan said, is “for urgently sus- 
tained effort for years to come.” 


“If our space programs are to 
be run on an off-again, on-again 
basis, zigging and zagging with 
the turn of every new year, then 
we'd better spend our money 
buying telescopes to watch the 
Russians pioneer in space,” he 
declared. 


The NASA, which was created 
last year to direct the nation’s 
exploration of space, has drawn 
up a program that calls for 
launching at least one satellite or 
deep space probe a month, start- 
ing in the middle of this year. 
In addition, about 100 sounding 
rockets will be fired annually, 
some to distances as great as 
4,000 miles,.to explore the earth’s

Dulles Still Searches 


For Solution at Berlin 


Secretary of State Dulles is off to 
Europe again this week to talk with our 
NATO allies about West Berlin 
and presumably about new approaches to 
the problem of dealing with the Soviet 
Union. 

His journey comes at a time when the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee has 
taken on new and vigorous leadership 
under Sen. J. William Fulbright, whose 
attitude toward Secretary Dulles in the 
past has been one of open criticism. In 
fact, Dulles has been served notice that 
his whole conduct of foreign policy is up 
for critical review by the Democratic 
majority in both houses of Congress. 
Fulbright stands on his statement that 
administration policies are inadequate 
and misdirected. 

Certainly Sen. Fulbright is a man 
with ideas. He has the respect of Wash- 
ington’s diplomatic corps and his views 
have had considerable bearing on con- 
gressional policies for a number of years. 

Secretary Dulles, of course, faces one 
of his toughest challenges on the German 
problem. Moscow has shown no signs of 
modifying its stand on Berlin. Khru- 
shchev obviously intends to use his bar- 
gaining position there to try to force a 
settlement of the entire German question 
on Soviet terms—terms which call for 
neutralization of all of Germany: in a 
confederation in which the Communists 
would have great advantages. 

West Germany, of course, opposes any 
solution which would weaken its sov- 
ereignty and leave it stripped of de- 
fenses against Communist designs, Dulles 
must find some basis on which the West 
can unite in negotiations with Moscow. 

At any rate, the crisis over Berlin is 
gathering steam and Moscow has the 
bargaining advantages. The West must try 
to find some positive approach to break 
the stalemate which now makes negotia- 
tions impossible.

Thomas County covers 540 square miles, ranking 16th in size. 
There were 1,655 farms, averaging 191 acres, in the county in 1955. 
About 56 per cent of the farm acreage was in woodlands and 29 
per cent in harvested croplands. Main crops are corn, truck crops, 
cotton.and peanuts. Thomasville is the state’s second largest pro- 
duce market, Thomas County ranked first in the state in the sale 
of vegetables, second in watermelon acreage, eighth in pecan trees 


and hogs in 1954.

There were indications that one 
of the trouble-causing questions— 
whether the delegation should 
raise pay of Atlanta policemen 
through legislation — will get a 
cold shoulder from the delegation 
this time. 


The delegation got into hot 
water with city officials and the 
DeKalb County delegation when 
it introduced a bill last year to 
raise police pay. DeKalb’s legis- 
lators blocked passage. 


The police pay proposal came 
from Atlanta Patrolman R. D. 
(Doc) Sims, a central figure in 
last year’s dispute. It calls for a 
$350 per month starting wage, a 
40-hour work week and civil serv- 
ice status.

House Panel

Car Title Registration Bill | 


Introduced by Rep. Smith 


A comprehensive automobile title registration law for Georgia 
was introduced in the House Monday by Fulton County Rep. M. M. 


(Muggsy) Smith. 

Smith said the bill is based on a 
South Carolina law which is now 
in use. 

Need for a comprehensive auto 
title law has been pointed up by 
numerous - Fulton County grand 
juries which have said present 
title laws allow Georgia to be a 
“dumping ground” for stolen au- 
tomobiles. 


Smith said he began consider- 
ing the law after attending the 
President’s conference on high- 
ways and finding there a great 
demand for such laws. 


Under the bill offered by Smith, 
auto registrations would be under 
jurisdiction of the state revenue 
commissioner who would “exam- 
ine and determine the genuine- 
ness, regularity and legality of 
every application for registration 
of a vehicle...” 


The commissioner also would 


be authorized to ‘“‘take possession 
of any certificate of title, regis-

A J ust Give Me 
A Boy’s Coat 


The arrest of four Atlanta policemen for operating a burglary 
ring is one of the most horrifying stories in any day's stew pot 
assortment of crime. Those of us reared to look on the policeman 
on the corner as a symbol of law and order are, as the news 


stories: said of Chief Jenkins himself, “shaken” by these reports 


of nocturnal crimes. 


Perhaps we were mindful that policemen are no. more im- 
mune to temptation than other people and that even the best, 
including preachers and teachers, sometimes fall. We have had 
examples in the past of corruption. We have heard of cruelty 
and we occasionally see examples of stupidity. Stillfor most. of 
us, the policeman has remained a fairly heroic figure and we're 
taking this mass involvement in crime rather hard. 


To me the most poignant line in any of the stories is the 
quote from the young officer who entered a wholesale clothing 
establishment with the representative of a burglar alarm service, 
who asked him if he wanted anything. 


“I told him I could use a small boy’s coat,” the officer said. 


A coat for a child. 


It may have been the first of his ill-gotten goods—and how 
easy it is to understand that kind of temptation. A young father 
away from home long hours, underpaid, without particularly bright 


prospects . 


. . looking at all of those racks of clothes. One coat— 


one small boy’s coat—who would begrudge him that? 


Later, he said, he took other things—a couple of dresses, I 
believe. But the coat for the little boy was probably the first. 
Reading that line from his confession you wonder about the 
little boy who got the coat. You see in your, mind the morning his 
policeman father brought it heme to him and the pride and the 
joy in the little fellow’s face. And you hate even worse to think 
what it’s like in that officer’s home today as the front pages of 
the newspaper list him as a member of a burglary ring. 


There’s a lesson in that story, I'm afraid, for all of us parents. 
One way or another we're all likely to want things for our children 
that are, like the little coat, too costly. The little coat that will 
never be warm or sturdy enough to shelter its wearer from the 
knowledge that his father stole, that he betrayed the trust of 
an entire community, that he was neither good enough nor strong 


enough to withstand temptation. 


It’s not easy to be a parent in any case and it’s doubly 
hard being one when you're conscious of your inadequacies. You 
want so much for those children you love and you can really give 
them so little. Material things tempt all of us but probably not 
any more than advantages, educational and social. We want them 
to be happy and successful, to do well with their lives, and some- 
times we sacrifice the right things for the wrong things. 


The whole shabby story of police involvement in crime is 
heart-breaking. But I doubt if many of us who have children are 
comfortable with our righteous indignation when we read the line, 
“I told him I could use a small boy’s coat.” 


Why didn’t he know when\he stood in that big warehouse at 
night thinking about his little boy that it was another case, as the 
Bible suggested, of a father answering his child’s plea for bread 


by giving him a stone?

Be Prepared 


For Middle Age 


Chance favors only the body 
which is prepared. Chance in 
this case means the opportunity 
to live happily in middle and old 
age. 


| We begin the preparation for 
' life in our infancy. Much is said 


by psychiatrists about what hap- 
pens then, and how that ‘‘what’”’ 
influences our adult life. Pedia- 
tricians instruct the young moth- 
er in the care of the baby—his 
diet, his sleep, his out-of-door air- 
ings, his bathing and his dress.

with biblical quotations. 
DOUGLAS FINALLY ASKED 
Lincoln referred to the scrip- 
tures so often in his famous de- 
bates with Stephen Douglas, in 
fact, that Douglas finally asked 
him in exasperation if he was 
“the voice of gospel.” 


The Bible was the first book 
Lincoln learned to read, and he 
could quote whole chapters from 
it. He read from the gospels aloud 
before breakfast. Often, before 
lunch he stretched out on a White 
House sofa to relax for a few 
minutes by reading the Good 
Book. 

As a tribute to Lincoln’s scrip- 
tural interests, the Bible Society 
is observing his birthday with a 
special exhibit in his honor at its 
Park Avenue headquarters. Next 
week, the society will similarly 
hotior the birthday of President 
George Washington, one of the 
founders of the Army chaplain 
corps. 


BOOK STOPPED BULLET 


A feature of the Lincoln @- 
hibit is a Testament that stopped 
a bullet during the Civil War 
battle of Chancellorsville. Also on 
display will be the Bible Lincoln 
sent Union soldier Charles W. 
Merrill to replace the one that 
saved the soldier’s life. 


“Lincoln found it difficult to 
unite with any particular church,” 
Dr. Nettinga said. “There is a 
controversy, in fact, over his 
religiosity, but it is known he was 
a Bible reader.” 

The great Civil War president 
always carried a pocket devotion- 
al containing daily Bible readings. 
In 1847, he gave his wife, Mary, 
a large family Bible. Some years 
before that, he found consolation 
over the death of Ann Rutledge 
in reading a Bible given him by 
a friend. 

“Tt was the best cure for the 
blues,” he said of the volume 
given him by Mrs. Lucy Speed 
in 1841. 

Scholars have found 77 direct 
quotations from the Bible in Lin- 
coln’s speeches, state papers, let-

“We don’t have much experience at tackle. In fact, we don’t 
have a tackle like Nat Dye. Losing Norman King at end hurt. He 
was one of the best athletes on the squad, and we had counted on 
him. 

“If Lloyd comes through at fullback and some of the other 
shifts work out, we should have a good backfield. George Guis- 
ler could help a lot if he makes it at right half. 


“If Lloyd has trouble at fullback, then we'll move him back to 
center,”’ Butts continued. “Phil Ashe probably would move over to 
one of the starting tackle positions.” 


The Bulldogs will have an advantage over every team in col- 
lege football in one department. Bobby Walden, the big toe from 
Cairo, averaged 45.3 on 44 boots last season as a sophomore. Walden 
may kick-in with some running yardage this outing, for he was 
galloping with the No. 1 unit of Britt, Soberdash and Lloyd in the 
first day's drills.
